YELLOW FEVER. 


The Terrible Epldenle in The Sonth— 
Florid» a SUte of Quarantine 
BtaUons. 


NBW YOBK, Sept 6.—A refugee from 
Gainesville, Florida, arrived here yeater 
day. 
He aaid while JackBonvillej alone 
of the hundreds of Florida towns is bat- 
tling with the epidenio of yellow fever, 
the whole state is suffering almost as 
badly from the isolation of the qaaran- 
tine, and the conseqaent stagnation of 
basineea. The cost to her citizens when 
the soonrge shall finally have abated, 
will rexioh into millions. 


Every country haa its own board of 
health and quarantine officers are sta- 
tioned at every point where any kind of 
road enters the county lines and no per- 
son can pass without a satisfactory bill 
of health. Some towns have as many 
as seven quarantine stations on the same 
line of road within her own county 
limits. Florida is now a state of quar- 
antine stations. 


OINOINNATI, O., Sept. 6.—President 
Ooodale, at the request of a large num- 
ber of membeis, tc-day called a meeting 
of the chamber of commerce for to-mor- 
row to take action toward making a re- 
sponse to the people of Jacksonville, 
Fia., for help for taking care of sufferers 
from yellow fever.

An Order to Railroad Telegraphers to 
Quit the Lake Shore or Their 
Union. 


CmoAOO, III, Sept. 6,—The telegraph 
operators along the line of the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern railroad 
are in a state of great anxiety over a 
recent order from the company to sever 
their connection with the Order of Bail- 
road Telegraphers or vacate their posi- 
tions. 
It is reported that the company 
has been making preparations to ac- 
complish this for the past three months, 
and has secured men to fill evety vacancy 
likely to occur under the order. 


Colonel Clowry, of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, said that the order 
had not come to his knowledge and was 
not issued by his company.

If the present rates of duty were high 
enough during and since the war, when 
home industry was burdened with stamp 
duties, income taies and high rates on 
raw material then surely they are now 
too high." 
Senator Oliver P. Morton: 
Now, I wish to say to the senate that I 
am strongly convinced that we should go 
further, and reduce the tariff in material 
respects upon many other articles.

The country expects a large 
reduction, the country knows that it can 
be made, the country is promised this re- 
duction, and the dominant party here is 
responsible to the country for this re- 
duction, and will be held if it is not 
made. 


Gen. John A. Logan, April 18, 1870, 


said: 


Now when the gentleman, who seems 
to be the protector in an especial man- 
ner of the great labor interests of this 
country, speaks of this protection being 
the protection of the labor of this coun- 
try, I asked him: 
Does not every 
farmer and mechanic in this broad land 
make use of iron in all kinds of labor. 
The 4,000,000 men that have been freed 
recently are laborers, are producers not 
manufacturers. 
They are not men of 
skilled labor; they evidently are not the 
men who are protected. 
And then there 
are the men in the northwest who pro- 
duce corn, wheat, oats, pork and beans, 
etc.; they are producers and consumers, 
and are not protected; and it is they 
who pay this large amount of money 
into the pockets of the manufacturers of 
this article. 
And when a gentleman 
stands upon this floor and tells me that 
this high, this extraordinary high tariff 
is for the protection of the laboring uen 
I tell him that I do not understand how 
he can possibly substantiate such a the- 
ory. 


President Garfield once said: 
"Unless the tariff men take heed, un- 
less they consent to a rational and con- 
siderate adjustment of the tariff, such as 
only can be made by the full light that a 
careful statistical study of the subject 
will bring, I fear from them, more than 
from any other source, a reaction which 
will bring us by and by into free trade 
and all its consequence of evil to the 
manufacturing Interests of the country. 


"I desire to say that in my judgment 
it is not the best mode of defending a 
tariff to denounce every man who does 
not pronounce the shibboleth after our 
fashion as an enemy of the tariff." 


Now General Harrison sees things in 
a different light, and in the face of a 
growing treasury surplus, unnecessary 
tax burdens and tariff bounties that cre- 
ate millionaires and serfs, he sees dan- 
ger in the democratic proposition to re- 
duce the tariff tax from forty-seven to 
forty per cent.

M. OSCAR ¡SCHMIDT, professor at th« 
(University of Gratz, in Styria, has in-

small expense.

THE Popular ticierice News directs 
attention of inventors to the demand for 
a good form of a pencil-sharpener. 
It 
is a great annoyance to constantly stop 
and fashion a fresh-point, with the ac- 
companying search for a penknife and 
the disposal of the dust and shavings. 
The pencil-sharpeners in common use 
make a point so short and blunt that 
the sharpening 
process must be re- 
peated every few minutes. 
What is 
needed is some de^'ice which can bo 
TOld at a low price and which will out a 
long, sharp, ta])ering point, such as at 
present can only be formed by a pen- 
knife in the hands of an expert sharp- 
ener. 


A PETROLEUM engine now being ex- 
exhibited in England is attracting much 
attention. 
In a tank in the bed of the 
engine is placed the petroleum, which 
is forced tlirongli a pipe into a compart- 
ment where the oil is converted into a 
iine spray by means of a blast of i air. 
The spray passes into a chamber, and, 
eoming in contact with an electric spark 
obtained from, a small battery in the 
rear, motive power is at once supplied. 
In construction it is said to be compar- 
atively sim])le, and the engine works 
with admirable regularity. 
The piston 
requires no oiling, the petroleum vapor 
supplying the necessary lubrication. 


M. DE CHARDOXNET, of Lyons, France, 
adds to an etherized solution of nitrated 
cellulose (the base of gun cotton) a so- 
lution of perchloride of iron, and to 
this mixture a solution of tannic acid in 
alcohol. 
After filtration this is forced 
in a fine jet into a vessel of water acidu- 
lated with nitric acid. 
The fluid jet at 
once becomes consistent and can be 
wound oflf by a uniform movement. 
It 
is of gray or black aspect, but the coloi 
may be varied at will. It is described as 
supple, transparent, cylindrical, or flat- 
tened, of silky appearance and touch. 
The fiber burns without flame; it is un- 
attackable by acids and alkalies of mean 
concentration, by cold or hot water, al- 
cohol, or ether, but it is dissolved 
in 
etherized alcoliol and acetic ether. 


A PLEASURE-LAUNCH—known as o n e 
of the "Zephyr type"—is now built in 
ilngland, the motive poAver of which is 
obtained from a highly volatile hydro- 
carbon, one of the early products in 
the distillation 
of petroleum selling 
in this country for about ten cents a gal- 
lon. 
Within five minutes after lighting 
up the launch is ready to start at full 
sijeed, and, the action being 
auto- 
matic, the boat can run a speed of from 
seven to eight miles an hour for several 
hours without any 
<^ention whatever 
being required, excepting only occa- 
sionally lubricating tha bearings. 
The 
entire central portion of the boat is 
available for passenger accommodation, 
giving double capacity as compared 
with steam. 
There is a very large 
saving in weight of machinery owing to 
the very small size of the vapor genera- 
tor, and this reduction in weight ren- 
ders lighter scantling of hull admissible, 
so that the launch weighs only a ton, 
machinery included. 
The fuel supply 
requires no attention whatever, being 
perfectly self-acting, all hand firing be- 
ing abolished, and owing to the absence 
of coal the whole arrangement is ex- 
tremely cleanly. 
Full speed is main- 
tained with a consumption of one and a 
quarter gallons of the hydrocarbon per 
hour.

"The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the Neu) York SunjuA TWI 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent joumalistic successes of the period. The papers that give enough reading UUUM 
to fill a good volume iti each daily issue are going out of favor with many people who have some other employment §lg 
Jicjr time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news. The sheets that give the news systematlcallf 
«nd amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the gieat cities." 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 
view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality J ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event.

Forty years ago the chief duty of ah editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it 
Intelligence was 


transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event Suddenly there 
came a change.
